Telephone users will appreciate the 
announcement that the taxing of tele­ 
phone toll messages is to come to an 
end at midnight tonight. Commenting 
today on the repeal of the suction of 
the federal revenue act of 1921 under 
which the taxes were imposed, offi­ 
cials of th« Telephone company de­ 
clared that the Telephone 
company 
anticipates and is prepared 
for 
a 
marked increase in traffic, made up 
largely of calls of the “short haul' 
type. 
While most of the provisions of the 
new federal tax act became a law with 
the signature of President Cooiidge on 
June 2, and went into effect Imme­ 
diately or were retroactive as in the 
case of federal income taxes, the sec­ 
tion d »inar away with fi« teljrttone 
and telegraph message tax waa ex­ 
pressly declared to be effective thirty 
days after the enactment of the law. 
This period expires at midnight to­ 
night.

‘ By far the greatest number of our 
toll calls are to points that are rela­ 
tively rearfcy,” said Manager J. B. 
Cassells, in commenting on the effect 
of the removal of the tax. ‘The law 
provided that there should be a five 
cent tax on telephone messages for 
which the toll charge was more than 
fourteen cents and not more than fifty 
cents. Where the charge for service 
was more than fifty cents, the tax 
was ten cents. On a message for which 
the toll rate is fifteen cents, a tax of 
five cents applied, so that the tele­ 
phone user paid a total of twenty cents 
After tonight, the charge for such 
messages will be fifteen cents.
